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In response to pages 2-4, the applicant argues that Chang does not disclose two heterogeneous networks. Chang teaches translating 
data into packets formatted appropriately for the network 10 and generating the header to be used in the network 10 (Column 6 Line 16- 
20). If they were homogeneous networks, the translation and header generation would not be needed, In response to page 4, the 
applicant argues that Chang does not teach different networks around the data sink and the intermediated node. Chang teaches two 
heterogeneous networks (Column 6 Line 16-20) as discussed above. In response to page 4, the applicant argues that Chang does not 
teach the data sink connected to a network termination element via a first communication network. Chang teaches the data sink 12 
connected to a network termination element 15 via a first communication network (See Figure 1). In response to page 4-5, the applicant 
makes similar argument that Chang does not disclose two heterogeneous networks regarding claim 2, 3 and 5. Chang teaches two 
heterogeneous networks (Column 6 Line 16-20) as discussed above. 
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
